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I, ROBS"T 0. WILSON, deine firat duly sworn, do meke the following affi- 
davit: 

I em en Ancricrn citizen, born in Yenking, Chine, October 5, 1906. I 
lived in Nanking until 1922, thon wont to Americ> for my aducstion, receiving 
my acadenic training »t Princoton University and creduetins in medicino from 
Harvard University. I returned to Nenking, Chine, in Jnnuery 1936, and wre 
engrged in the practice of medicine, spoviniizine in surcory, from that timo 
until august, 1940. During tho f-1l of 1937 -nd the winter of 1937-1938, I 
wan o member of the staff of the University Hompitel in Nanking. 

AB the Jnpanose rics pporopched the city of Nenking after the fall of 
Shanghai in Nevomber, 1247, the Chineso doctors and nurses on tho staff of the 
hospitel becemo spprohoasive and despito our esevrences thnt they hed nothing 
to foer from the Jrpannso ermy, thoy loft the hospitel end wont with others up 
the Yengtze River to ‘est Chins. 

On the dey before tho city of Nerkinz fell, the number of patients in 
the hospitel hed beon reduced to fifty. Soon after the Jepanese army ontered 
the city on December 13, 1907, tho number of eivilions broucht into tho 
hospitel for trentnent repidly incrensedl, Within tho next fow days the 
hospitnl was crowded to *ull copacity, ond its fecilities texod to the limit. 
The following are typicel ccces: 

4A little sirl wes broucht to the horpitel with her left elbow shettered. 
The joint was oxnosed as the recalt of nm severe blow by # sherp instrument, My 
investigation disclosed that a Jenrnese soldier hed eut her erm with a sword 
eftor hevine Idllod hor fether ond mothor, 

A girl of rincteen, mbout Your ond » helf ronths prognent with her first 
child, was brought from the grounds of the Americen school. She had st-b 
wounds on her body, incluéing a dacp wound in the lower mbdomen which I 
eecerteined she raceived when she rosistod repo at the hands of > Japanose 
soldier. The wounds ceused en obortion. 

Another women was brouzht with . cut on the eide of her neck, severing 
the brechiel plexus, which she reported she had received whon she resisted 
rene *t the hende of » Japnnese solfier, The wound cuscd permanent end 
complete perrlysis of the loft rrm 

4 emell boy was brought in with er beyonet wound in his rbdonen which hed 
penotreted his stor-ch, Tha boy died two drys loser. 

4 stucent from » refugoe cemp, with e bullet vound through his sbdomen, 
survived cleven perforations of his intestines. 

A women wes brought in with a severe ersh terosa the beck of her neck 
severing #11 of the mscles down to the vertudrr. ond lenving her head vro- 
enriously belenced on her bod?y. My invostigntion disclosed that the wounds 
were received at the hends of nm Jappnose ofvicer -fter she hed becn revertedly 
rttrckod. : 

A shopkoener wes brousht in with the left sido of his skull cut awey 
with = sharp inatrument, leavine the brein exposed. The wound wes received 
at the hands of » Jrpanose so!dier whon the shopkeeper declinod the soldier's 
request to furnish wonen to hin. 

Reverend John G. Meree broucht in » cirl of fifteen. The physical 
evicence on her body con*irmed her siatorent thet she hed been recently roped, 
Six weeks later she develcncd a rsh of fecondary syphilis. 
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\ former policemen, Wu Chane-teh, was admitted to the hospitel with a 
reron tn sin beak. 

A Clviiiem ivcu a enlugee gote wen rémitted with a bayonet wound in 
his chost, gts beon picked up from a gutter in which he had been left for 
dead. 

Ceptein Lins; wes vfmt.ted eufforine from infected bullet wounds in hie 
richt ahevider enich hed baen receivoé some days proviously. 

Othor vetionts wore mdoitted who hed received ournes on their bodies and 
faces, end seme vefois th cied nade statements that theso hed been received 
at tho henda of ‘ wed 

ne dey the eitar vact of Decoibe 1937, I received an urgent message 
from noighbors veqvanilug moc latance ae 'is$ Tenenese soldiers. I rushed to 
the Chinese home and as f saloree the courtoave | porteed that the gete—house 
door wes shat end severel Jop.neae scldtersa etced provnd armed with rifles. 
I pushed open the #ato-huuse dtor and found two Jepenese soldiers in the act 
of reping two Chincee woven. Tho soldiera lets, end I took the women to the 
University of Ferniing for roface. 

It wes more than eix woeke oefere tho ects of terrorism et the hends 
of Janenese solicivrs rerinst cf v.licns within the city began to aubsido. 

Following tho Japernszs occupation there wes en increese in the city in 
the srlo of onlin. Prics to the Jepenese occupation I hednerer seen an 
onium den in ouerstion in the city of Nenking. Some months efter the 
Japenese ocoupetion I ecvciod twenty-one oniwa dens which wore voing openly 
operated within » sprce of ; bout one mile on one of the main strects of the 
city.
